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Menmnge of the Preatdent of the Unltod Stntes
upon the Kapedieney of Grunting Beolligerent
Hights-a ¢ nreful Resume of the situntlon.

Wasmxaros, June 18.—The Prestdent sent the
following message 1o Congresa Inte this afternoon:

To the Scnato and House of Reprosentatives: In
my annunl meseage to Congress at the boginning
of” Ita present sesslom, 1 reforred to the contest
which thew, for more than s year, existed mn the
isiand of Gubs between a portion of its inhabltants
and the gesernment of Spain, and to the feelings
and sympathies of the peeple and government of
the United States for the peopie of Cuba, as for all
proples struggling for liberty and saif-government,
and said that the contest has ot no time assimed
the conditlons which amount to war in the sense of
internationa! law, or which would show the existe
ence of md: facte political organization of the In-
surgents sufcient to justify a recognition of belli-

rency.

l)urlt{l the six months which have passed since
the date of that message, the condition of the in-
surgents hus not lmproved, and Lthe insurrection (t-
self, although not sabdued, exhibits no signs of
advance, but #eems to be confined to an lrregalar
system of bostilities, carrled on by small and iy
prmed bands of men, roamiug withoul concentra-
tion through the woods knd the searcely populated

reglons of the island, attackivg, from wmbush, con-~ |

voye and small bauds ol troops, burning planta-
tions and the estates of those not sy mpathizing with
their eanso,

But it the insurrection has not gainod ground, It
Is equally true that Spain bhas not suppressed it.
Climate, disense, and the oceasional ballet have
worked destruction asmong the soldiera of Spain;
and althouph the Spanish authoritics have posses-
gion of every seaport and every towhn on the island,
they have 1ot been able to subdae the hostile feel-
ing which has driven a considerable number of the
native inhabitants of the island to armed resistance
against Sprin, and still lesds them to endure the
dangers and privations of a roaming life of guerllla
wariare.

On elther #ide the contest has beon condueted,
and s still earricd on, with a lamontable disregard
of human 1ife and of the usages and practices which
modern eivilization has preseribed in mitigation of
the Decuuar(\- horrors of war. “The torches of
Spaniard and Cuban are alike carryiog devas-
twtiom over fertile reglons; murderous and revenge-
ful deerees are issued and executed by both partios.
Count Valmaseda and Colonel Boet, on the part of
Spain, have each startled humanity, and aroused
the Indignation of the clvilized world, by the exe-
cution each of a score of priconers at a time; while
Quesada, the Cuban chlef, coolly aud with appa-
rent unconscionsness of aught elso than a proper
act, has admitted the slaughter by his own ttﬂ“ .
rate order in one dayof upward o six hundrad and
fifty prisoners of war,

A summary trial, with few, it any, escapes from
convigtion, tollowed by immediate execution, Is
the fate of those arrested on elther side, on suspi-
cion of infideiity to the cause of the party makin
the arrest. Whatever may be the s;mpnthieun
the people or of the Forernmem of the United
States for the cause or objects for which a part of
the people of Cuba are anderstood to have put
themselves in armed resistance to the government
of Spain, there can be no just sympathy in & con-
flict earrled on by both parties alike in such bar-
barous violstion of the rules of civilized nations,
and with such econtinued outrage npon the plainest
principles of humanity.

We cannot diseriminate in onur consure of their
mode ot conducting their contest between the
Spaniards and the Cubans, Each commit the same
atrocities and outrages against the established
rules of war. The properties of many of our citi-
zens have been destroyed or embargoed, the lives
of several have been saecrificed; and the liberty of
others has been restrained. In every case that has
come to the knowledge of the government an early
and earnest demand for reparation and indemnity
lius been made; and most emphatic remonstrance
has been presented agninst the manper in which
the strite s conducted, and against the reckless
disregard of human life, the wanton destruction of
material wealth, and the croel disregard ot the es-
tablished rules of civilized warfare.

1 have, since the beginning of the present session
of Congress, communicated to the House of Repre-
sentatives, npon thelr request, an account of the
stepe which I had taken in the hops of bringing
this sad conflict to an end, and of securing to the
people of Cuba the blesslng and the right of inde-
pendent self-government. The efforts thus made
tailed, but not without an assurance from Spain
that the good ofiices of this ﬁnvurnmcm might still
avall for the ohjects to which they had been nd-
dressed. During the whole contest the remarkable
exhibition has been made of large numbors of
Cubans escuping from the island and avoiding the
risks of war, congregating in this country at a safe
distance from the scene of dangor, and ondeavor-
ing to make war from our shores, to urge our peo-
pie into the fight which they avold, and to embroll
this government in complications and possible hos-
tilities with Spaln,

It can scarcely be doubted that this last result is
the real object of these parties, although earefully:
covered under the deceptive and apparently
plausible demand for & mere recognition of belli-
gerency, It isstated, on what I huve reason to re-

ard as good authority, that Cuban bonds have
ﬁem. prepared to a large amount, whose payment
i made dependent upon the recoguition by the
United States of either Cuban Lelligerency or in-
dependence, Thoe object of making thelr value thus
entirely contingent upon the action of this govern-
ment {8 a subject for gerlous reflection.

In determining the course to be adopted on the
demand thus mwade for a recoguition of bellige-
rency, the liberal and peaceful principles adopted
by the Father of his Country and the eminent
statesmen of his day, and followed by succeeding
chief magistrates and the men of their duﬁ, may
furnish n snfe gulde to those of us now charged
with the direction sand control of the publie safety.
From 1780 to 1814, the dominant thought of our
statesmen was to keep the United States out of the
wirs which were devastating Europe.

The discussion of measures of neatrality begins
with the Stute papers of Mr. Jelforson, when Secre-
tary of State. He showsthat they are measures of
national right as well as of national duty. That
misguided Individual citizens cannot be tolerated in
making war according to their own caprice, pas-
sions und interests, or forelgn sympathies. That
the agents of foreign governments, recognized or
unrecognized, cannot be permitted to sbuse our
hospitality, by nsurping the functions of enlisting
or equipping wmilitary or naval forees within our
tvrriwrf. )

Washington inaugurated the poliey of neutrality,
and of abeolute abstinence Irow all forelgn en-
wangling alliances, which resulted in 1704 in the
first municipal ensctment for the observance ol
neutrality, The duty of opposition to tlibastering
has been admitted by every President. Washing-
ton enconntered the efforts of Genet and the
¥French revolutionists; Johin Adams, the projects of
Miranda; Jefferson, the schemes of Aaron Burr.
Madison and subsequent presidents had to doal
with the question of foreign onlistment or equip-
ment in the United States; and since the days of
John Quiney Adams It has been one of the con-
stant cares of government in the United States
to prevent piratical expeditions sagainst the
feeble South American republics from leaving
our sheres.

In no ecountry are men wanting for any enter-

rise that holds out promises of mlventure or galn.

n the early days of our natlonal existence the
whole continent of Americn outside of the United
States, and a1l its islands, were in colonial depen~
dence upon European powers. The revolation
which from 1810 spresd almost simuoltanecusly
thmufh ail the Spanish-American ocontingntal
colonies, resulted in the establishment of new
States, like ourselves, of European origin, and in-
terested in excluding European politics, and the
questionsof dynasty and of balances ol power, from
turther influence in the new world. The American
po'licf of wneutrality, lmportant belore, became
doubly #o, from the fact that it became applicable
to the new republica as well as to the mother
country.

It then devolved npon usto determine the great
international question, st what time and under
what elrcumstances to recognize & new Power as
entitled to a place among the family of the na-
tions, a8 well as the prelimiuary question of the
attitude to bhe observed by this government toward
the Ineurrectionary party pesdiug the contest.

Mr. Monroe concisely cxpressed the rule whioh
has controlled the action of this government with
relerence to revolting colonies pending thelr strug-
gle, by saylug, **As soon as thé movement assumed
such & steady and consistent form as to muke the
sucoess of the provinces probable, the rights to
which they were entitledgby the laws of mtﬁm. He
equal ties to & civil war, were e:tamhd' o
them.” The strict adherence to this rule orfnhue
policy has been one of the highest honors of Ameri-
RN |{|tuu.1amuip, aud has secured to this govern-
ment the contidence of the feeble Powers on this
oontinent, which Inclines them to rely upon 1its
friendship, sud absence of designs of conguest
sud to look to the United States ror example an
moral protection.

It has given to this government a position of

rominence aodof influence which it should net ab-
cate, but which lmposes upon it the most delicate
duties of ntht and of honor regarding American
questions, whether thoss questions affect omanci-
pated colonies or colonies still subjeet to European

dominion.

The question of bluwuoy is one of fuot, not to
be d.d}bd by li‘ll.lp&ul for or prejedices against
either party. Tho relations between the ent
State and the insu (s must amouut, In fact, to
war in the sense of lnternationnal law. Fighting,
though flerce and protracted, doos not alone auﬂ
tute war. There must be mlilwy forees, acting in
accordance with the rules and cusloms of war, tiags
of truce, esrtels, exchange of prisoners, &o., &o.;
and to jnﬂllf a rgcognition of belligéerency Lhere

prejudice the opposite or give oredit to its own

murt be, above all, & de facta politieal organization
of the |psurgents, sufficlent iu charnotar and ro.
sources to oonstifute it—if left to itself—a State
among nations, capable of discharging the dutinss
of a Btate and of meoting the just responsibilities it
may incur as such toward other Powers in the die-
charge of I{s national duties.

Applglnl the best information whioh [ have
been able to gather, whether from official or un-
official sources, including the very exsggerated
statements which each party glvos to all that may

present ition of the contest In Onba thoss
elements which are requisite to constitute * war®
in the sense of international law, Tha Insurgants
hold no town or city; have no establishsd seat of
government; they have no prize conrts; no organi-
zation for the recelving or collecting of revanne;
no seaport to whieh a prize may be carried or
through which access can be had by a foreign
power to the limited interior territory sand moun-
tain fortresses which thoy ocoupy.

k The existence of & legislature representing any
popular constituency is more than doabttal. In
the uncertainty that hangs around the ontire in-
surreotion there 18 no ptobable evidonce of an olec-
tion of any delegated anthority, or of any govern-
ment outelde the limits of the eamps oceapled from
day to day by the moving companies of insargant
trooys. here I8 no commoree, no temde, elther
Internal or forolgn, no mavufactures,

The Iate commander-in-ghlet’ of the insurgantas
having recently como to the United States, pub-
licly declared that “*all commereinl intercourse or
trade with the exterior world has bean nttarly ont
ofl;" nnd he further addoed: “To-day we have nnt
ten thonsand arms in Odba” It 18 & well-estab-
Hshed principle of public luw that & recoguition by
n foreign State of belligerent riglits to insurgents,
under cireumstances such a% now cxist in Qubn, i
not jnstified by necessity, isa gratuitons demon-
stration of moral support to the rebellion.

Such necessity may yet horeafter urisc; buot it has
not yet arisen, nor I8 it probably clearly to be seen,

If it be war betweon Spain and Cuaba, and be ra-
cognized, it is our duty to provide for the conse-
quences which may ensue in the embarrsssment Lo
our commeroce and the interference with our reve-
nue:. If lmllig@ron(‘.} be recognized, the commer- |
oial marine of the United States becomes Hable to
genrch and to seizure by the commissloned crutsers
of both parties; they become subject to the ndjudi-
cation of prize courts,

Our large constwise trade between the Atlantie
and the Gulf States, and betweon both the lsthmoas
of Panama and the Btates of South America, sn-
gaging the larger part of our commereial marine l
passes, of necessity, almoset in sight of tho leland uf
Unba, Under the treaty made with Spain, of 1705,
ag weoll pe by the laws of uatlons, our vessels
will be ligble to wisit on the high weas. In case
of belligerency, the carrying of contraband, which
now is lawful, becomes liable to the risks of seizure |
sud condemnation. The parent government be. |
comes relieved from responsibllity for acts done in |
the ingurgent territory, and acquires the right to
exercige toward noutral commerce all the powers
of a l'“ti to a maritime war. To what conse-
quences the exerclse of these powers may lead is a
question which 1 desire to comwmend to the gerious |
consideration off Congress,

In view of the gravity of this question, I have
deemed it my doty to invite the attention of the
war-making powers of the country to all the re-
Iations and bearings of the question in connection
with the declaration of neatrality and granting of
belligerent rights. There 18 not & e facto govern=
ment in the island of Unbi sufficlent to execute lnw
und to maintaln just relations with other nations,
Spain has net been able to suppress the opposition
to Spanish rule on the Island, nor to awnrd speedy
justice to other nations, or citizens of other nations,
when thelr rights have boen invelved.

There are serious complieations growing ont of
the saigare of American vessels upon the high sons,
exocuting American citizens withont proper trial,
and contsoating or embargoing the property of
American citizens. Solemn protests have bheen
made against every infraction of the rights either
of individual citizens of the United States or of the
rights of our flag upon the high seas, and all proper
#teps have been taken and are heing presssd for the
prnrrr reparation of every indignity complained of.

The question of ImlllFuronc_\r. however, which is
to e decided upon definite principles and accord-
ing to ascertained facts, is entirely different from
and nneconnected with the other questions, with the
manner in which the strife {8 corried on on both
gides, and the treatment of our citizens entitle | to
our protection. The questions concern our own
dignity and responsibility, and they have been
made, as 1 have gald, the snbject of repoated com-
munications with Spain, and of protests and de-
mande for redress on our part. It I8 hoped that
these will not be disregarded; but ghould they be,
these questions will be made the subject of a fur-
ther communication to Congroess.
